As the Herald story recounts the scene, the inclusion in 
the stone of various items was apparently a hasty, last.minute 

arrangement. 

Ira Fields is described as placing a coin from his pocket 
in the stone, which encouraged bystanders to do the same. 
“Others, following his lead,” said the Herald article, “tossed 
in small change— quarters, dimes, nickles and pennies — until 
the amount of $1.00 had been deposited.” 

Here is the description of the actual laying of the stone: 

“Mr. David F. Hunnell, foreman of the bricklayers took a 
copy of The Hazard Herald, of date August 8, 1912, Vol. 2, No. 
7. folded it into a compact packi^ and together with a copy of 
the building laid them into the cavity prepared for their recep. 
lion.

Many people try 
to whip their insects and dis- 
ease prabhm by planting 
enough additional vegetables to 
take care of losses expected 
from pests. This method does 
not work and creates a lot of 
extra work. Plant only enough 
vegetables to supply family 
needs, and protect your garden 
from Insects and leaf and fruit 
diseases. You will cut labor re- 
quirements and have more and 
better vegetables-

Pre-mixed materials may he 
purchased which contain pesti- 
cid?s that control both insects 
and disease. They are available 
in either spray or dust form. 
They contain malathion, metho- 
xychlor and Zineb or captan. 

If you want to do a thorough 
job of controlling garden pests 
you can buy chemicals and mix 
them for specific insect or dis- 
ease control. You can expect 
better results at a reduced cost 
with this method. 

Dusting vs. Spraying 

It is generally agreed that 
sprays are better for control- 
ling diseases and are at least 
equal to dusts in controlling 
insects. In the case of cucur- 
bits, a dust is much more desir- 
able than a spray since it will 
penetrate the dense foliage bet- 
ter. Regardless of whether you 
use a spray or a dust, thorough 
coverage is the secret to pest 
control-

Dear Governor Breathitt: 

Thus letter is written with a deep concern for three 
groups of people in Eastern Kentucky. They are: 100,000 
people who look to Hazard for their hospital needs; 90 families 
presently supported by income gained as staff members of 
Mount Mary Hospital; and a dedicated Order of Benedictine 
Sisters, All these fine people will be adversely affected if, as 
the situation now stands, politics forces Mount Mary Hospital 
to close its doors. 

IKirst, let us look at the 100.000 people who look to Hazard 
for their hospital needs. If Mount Mary is forced to close 
and IF Hazard Appalachian expands to 150 beds there will 
still not be enough beds to adequately serve this large number 
of people. Consequently the hospital needs of our area will 
wot improve but will actually get worse. 

Second, will the expanded Appalachian Hospital employ 
the ninety perrons who will lose their jobs if Mount Mary 
closes? No, they will not! The rate of unemployment in 
our area is already too high; do we need to increase it to satis- 
fy political greed. 

Third, what consideration has been given to the position 
of Mount Mary and the Sisters? This hospital has been serv- 
ing our area for over forty years, and the last eighteen it has 
been run by the Benedictine Sisters. Their charity patients 
during that time have made up approximately 36% of their 
total patient toad; truly this is a hospital for all people. The 
UMVVA Hospital did not take charity patients, and any chari. 
ty cares presently admitted to Appalachian Hospital are paid 
for out of a 1.2 million dollar appropriation of State funds 
(tax money). The Sisters at Mount Mary have paid $57,000 
dollars in cash to the City of Hazard for their part of the 
Urban Renewal program and have spent approximately $50,000 
dollars in fees for architects and engineers planning their new 
hospital. 

Must all this perish in order that we have an expanded 
but inadequate Hazard Appalachian Hospital? It is my sincere 
prayer that the answer is NO and that you will take the neces- 
sary steps to see that Hill-Burton funds are made available 
for the construction of a new Mount Mary Hospital.

Dr. Klicka's Statement

It is astonishing and somewhat tragic that 
two institutions trying to serve humanity in an 
area of critical need should find themselves 
drawn, through no fault of their own, into a 
controversy which has produced mlsunder 
standing and unkind words. 

This sad development certainly is incon- 
sistent with the errand of mercy to which Mount 
Mary Hospital and the Hazard Appalachian 
Regional Hospital have dedicated themselves. 
The good Sisters who operate Mount Mary must 
deplore this situation just as much as we in 
Appalachian Regional Hospitals. 

Both are non-profit organizations. The 
only dividend accruing to their supporters is 
the personal satisfaction of helping the unfor- 
tunate. 

Both are community institutions — estab- 
lished for the community, serving the commun- 
ity, and staffed by citizens of the community. 
Every practicing physician in Hazard utilizes 
the facilities of each hospital. Each hospital 
contributes to the economic well-being of Haz- 
ard and Perry County. Mount Mary has 90 
employes, and the Hazard ARH hospital has 
150 on its payroll. 

Each hospital is responsive to the com- 
munity’s wishes. At the ARH hospital, this is 
assured by an advisory council composed of 12 
of Hazard's leading citizens, who advise Admin- 
istrator Fain on the best ways of serving the 
community. 

These hospitals are an integral part of the 
community, just as much so as the schools, the 
churches and the post office. 

As they prosper, so prospers the commun- 
ity, because the interests of the two — commun- 
ity and hospitals — are fundamentally linked. 
The better the hospitals, the better the medical 
service, because good hospitals attract medical 
personnel And the need for additional ser- 
vices is indeed great in this area. 

It may surprise some to learn that the 
shortage of doctors in the Hazard area is one 
of the most acute in the United States. The 
area served by the two hospitals has one doctor 
for every 5,800 citizens. The average for the 
United States is one for every 900 citizens. 

In view of the hospitals' importance to the 
Hazard community, it is difficult to understand 
why any well-meaning citizen would want to 
harm either of them. 

Yet, last week a local physician quoted in 
The Hazard Herald criticized Hazard’s ARH 
hospital, called it a subsidized federal experi- 
ment and cast doubt on its future by saying 
“You neveT know how long the subsidy will 
last.” 

Without questioning the motives of Dr. 
Eli C. Boggs, 1 feel that in the interest of truth 
we should challenge the accuracy of his state- 
ments. and in the interests of the people of 
Hazard we should question the fairness of his 
implications. 

Dr. Boggs should know that the non profit, 
non-sectarian, voluntary hospital association, 
which maintains the Hazard ARH hospital, 
is neither a “federal” undertaking nor 
an “experiment.” ARH is just as independent 
of federal control as Dr. Boggs' practice of 
medicine. And a hospital which has successful- 
ly served Hazard for eight years hardly can be 
called an “experiment”. 

Dr. Boggs should know that Appalachian 
Regional Hospitals does not receive any subsi- 
dies either from the federal government or 
from the State government. 

It is true that the federal government, in 
an effort to assure continuation of adequate 
hospital care for the people of the Hazard area, 
granted funds for purchase of the Hazard hos- 
pital from the Miners Memorial Hospital Asso- 
ciation. But that hospital in turn was bequeath- 



ed to the people of Hazard, at no cost, and la 
now administered for them by a distinguished 
board of trustees which includes seven citiiens 
of Eastern Kentucky, one of them from Haz- 
ard. 

By the same token, Hazard has benefited 
from federal funds which have gone Into its 
urban renewal program, its ARA projects, its 
post office, its surplus food program, and a 
variety of other community service institu- 
tions. 



It is true also that the Hazard ARH hos- 
pital receives federal and state funds for the 
care of Public Assistance recipients. But so 
does Mount Mary Hospital and so does the 
medical profession, of which Dr. Boggs is a 
member, for treatment of Public Assistance 
cases. Would Dr. Boggs call these “subsidies" 
to doctors? 

The Hazard ARH hospital provides care to 
medically indigent citizens for which it is paid 
in state and federal funds. Yet. again, these 
payments are not subsidies any more than 
the Public Assistance funds received by Dr. 
Boggs' own profession. 

Dr. Boggs is quoted further as saying he 
doesn't think the president of Appalachian 
Regional Hospitals “is interested in our com- 
munity’’ and that “I think if he was, he would 
have established his office here instead of down 
in the Bluegrass.” 

The fact is that every one of the five Chios, 
in which ARH presently has a hospital, wanted 
the headquarters, and that is one reason the 
central office was established in Lexington. We 
thereby remove any question of showing par 
tiality. 

And Dr. Boggs must have been joking when 
he expressed doubt that the president of ARH 
was interested in Hazard. Everybody else, who 
knew the facts mu9t have felt he was Joking, 
because those facts have been well publicised. 

To show that, the President of ARH was to 
visit the Reverend Mother Benedict, whose 
order operates Mount Mary Hospital, to dis- 
cuss with her how the services of Mount Mary 
to the community could be continued. I of- 
fered the ARH hospital to the Order of Bene- 
dictine Sisters to operate under an arrange- 
ment similar to that used elsewhere, notably in 
New Orleans. There the Daughters of Charity 
operate the Charity Hospital, owned by the city 
of New Orleans. 

2. After the Benedictine Sisters stated 
recently that they planned to discontinue oper- 
ation of Mount Mary and to build a Nursing 
Home lan institution which is sorely needed in 
the Hazard area), I immediately announced that 
the Hazard ARH hospital would be expanded 
front 72 beds to 150 beds in order to assure a 
continuation of adequate hospital service for 
the community. This expansion will cost over 
$900,000 



Do not these facts indicate an interest in 
Hazard 0 I am content to leave the answer to 
any fair-minded citizen. 
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of the 90 persons on that hospital's payroll. 

Permit me to say, unequivocally, that ex 
nansioii of the ARH hospital and establishmem 
of a nursing home by the Benedictine Sister 
would provide more than the 90 jobs now 
existing at Mount Mary. 



Hazard is fortunate to be a center of hos- 
pital and medical services in an area so des- 
perately in need of such services. The com- 
munity can be proud of the support it has 
accorded its two hospitals. 

I think Hazard is destined to become a 
greater center of medical and hospital services. 
That destiny, in my opinion, can be achieved 
if all citizens unselfishly give the necessary 
encouragement. The local ARH hospital will 
do its utmost to help Hazard achieve that 
destiny.

Harry Caudill Tells Senate His Views on Appalachia's Needs 



(In keeping with its aim of public enlightenment on mat 
ters affecting this region, the Herald prints the following state- 
ment made by Whitesburg attorney and author Harry M. Cau- 
dill to the Senate Committee on Public Works on the Appalach- 
ian Regional Development Act now pending in Congress. The 
Herald welcomes letters of agreement or disagreement on 
the vital matters Caudill discusses below. Because of the 
length of his comments, they will appear /as a two-part series). 

1 am Harry Caudill, an attorney from Whitesburg, Letcher 
County, Kentucky. 

In 1963 1 published a book entitled “Night Comes to the 
Cumberlands” which is a rather comprehensive study of Appa- 
lachia, its problems and possible solutions. “Night Comes to 
the Cumberlands’’ spells out in detail the eroded economic and 
social situation which presently exists in the Mountain region 
and how that decay came to be. - • ■ , 

1 would like to direct your attention specifically to the 
problems of the area with which I am most familiar — eastern 
Kentucky. However, l would quickly add that eastern Kentucky 
does not represent an isolated situation, but typifies conditions 
prevalent in all of the southern mountain country. 

By practically any standard eastern Kentucky is now the 
nation’s most seriously depressed area. 

Its once superb forests have been systematically plundered 
for lumber, crossties, whiskey-barrel staves, gunstocks, utility 
pole and mining prop. 

1 la- hundreds of coal tipples that once dotted the narrow 
valleys have sprinkled the land with huge, ugly slag heaps. The 
bulldozers, power shovels and giant augers of the strip miners 
have slashed the once lovely mountains into grim terraces, 
leaving them dour and malevolent of aspect. From the naked 
coal seams, torrents of sulphur-laden water drain away to con 
taminate streams, kill fish and multiply the woes of municipal 
water commissions in half a dozen states. 

Since World War II, the coal industry — the area’s only 
large employer- has modernized and mechanized to a remark- 
able degree. Small mining companies merged to (*>nn larger 



and more efficient entities. Large companies absorbed itheir 
smaller competitors. New managers discarded many of the 
primitive concepts that fettered the industry for so many 
decades. Simultaneously technology filled the pits with a 
whole array of new machines. 

While the production capacity of the reorganized industry 
has soared, the number of miners has dramatically shrunk. For 
example, Harlan — once the most prosperous county in Kentucky 
— became strangely quiet. In the spring of 1963, an official of 
the Harlan Chamber of Commerce told a Congressional commit- 
tee that 75% of the men in Harlan County were unemployed. 

The small truck mines could employ only a small percent- 
age of the jobless men. 

Though a third of the inhabitants left the region between 
1950 and 1960, half a million people remained behind. Of these, 
perhaps 150,000 are now destitute. 

Not one of the 20 counties boasts a median family income 
level of more than half that enjoyed by the nation as a whole. 
In Leslie County, the median family income in 1962 was only 
$1,838. In many households, parents and half a dozen children 
struggle to survive on little more than $30 a week. 

In the bleak poverty bequeathed by callous extractive in- 
dustries on the one hand and the march of technological prog- 
ress on the other, the State and Federal governments came to 
the mountaineers’ rescue with the best of intentions and the 
shabbiest of results. , 

An uninspired welfare program was introduced as a temp- 
orary palliative — a palliative which now displays every evidence 
of having been made 'permanent. A wide range of financial 
grants was extended. The food dole was restored. In some 
counties, half the people presently receive public assistance in 
one form or another. 

The cash and the food sustain life but create nothing con- 
structive. In the seventh decade of the Twentieth Century, the 
American government applies to the white Kentucky highlander 
the same ruinous techniques it has applied so long and with 



lUch spectacular lack of success to the conquered Plains Indi- 
ans. In effect, it has created a vast paleface reservation in the 
southern mountains where tens of thousands of once-proud and 
independent men and women and their progeny are left to rot 
in idleness, frustration and despair. 

I he large-scale mining of coal that has engrossed the moun. 
taineer s interests for more than 50 years has drained off only 
the easily accessible cream, while veins lie undisturbed. More 
than a billion tons of this mineral lie above drainage and are 
recoverable by conventional underground methods of mining. 

1 n b i U ° ns °! tons Ile under the mountains and streambeds 
and in thin, inferior seams. 

Annually some 45 inches of rain falls on the land. On 
each of the major streams dams could be built for the impound- 
ing of water. I his combination of abundant water, abundant 
coal, and abundant workmen could be quickly translated into 
a commodity America must have in gigantic quantities— elec- 
tric power. 

Water resource development and research are absolutely 
necessary to any program prescribed for Appalachia. The annu- 
al flood and the wasted land must both be dealt with, but not 
at the expense of a positive urogram fur coal resource develop- 
ment. WUhout a program which considers coal a basic resource

continue to decline. But if a positive research and water re- 
source development effort is combined with an extensive in- 

,he Appalachlau cwal r«*°urce. this

Coal must be mined and power produced without further 
ravaging the earth, indeed, power production could be nude 
the vehicle by which the region could be hauled out of its mire 
and, with prudent land-use policies, the exhausted land could 
be reclaimed.
